Inter- Provincial Ploughing Match 
Held At Ottawa Was Attended 


By Thousands Of Spectators 


It would seem that the present gen- 
eration have by no means lost venera- 
tion for the oldest of all industries— 
the tilling of the soil—and a demon- 
stration of how this ancient history 
should be done in this day and gener- 
ation can attract crowds as large as 
attend big league baseball or football 
games. An inter-provincial ploughing 
match was held recently at the Cana- 
dian Government Central Experiment- 
al Farm, on the outskirts of Ottawa, 
and many thousands attended to 
watch the competitive events during 
the four days the meet was held. On 
the last day more than 10,000 persons 
were present to see the finish of the 
final contests, when furrows were 
ploughed from one end to the other of 
the large field, as straight as a gun 
barrel. This ploughing match, which 
was open to horse and _ tractor 
ploughs, demonstrated that the farm 
horse is by no means on the way to 
join the Dodo or the Great Auk; in- 
deed, the consensus among farmer 
folk is that the farm horse is steadily 
plodding his way back towards the 
plane of his former popularity. 

The Inter-Provincial Ploughing 
match was formally opened by His 
Excellency the Earl of Bessborcugh, 
Governor-General of Canada, who 
tried his hand at ploughing a long, 
clean, straight furrow and made a 
good showing for an amateur. The 
ploughs used in the contests were na- 
turally a substantial improvement on 
the first cast iron plough made in 
Canada more than 100 years ago. 
This distinction of making that im- 
plement belongs to Earastus Parsons, 
a native of Lisle, Brome County, New 
York. In 1824 he moved to Chip- 
pawa, Ontario, near Niagara Falls. 
He was poor, but had an idea that 
cast-iron ploughs would be more serv- 
iceable than those of wood and 
wrought iron, which were then in 
general use. He gathered together 
scrap iron, constructed a rude furnace 
and cast three ploughs, which proved 
to be models of lightness and dura- 
bility. The demand for his ploughs 
soon became great. In 1827 he died 
at the age of 38 years. His business 
was carried on by a Mr. Macklem. In 
three years Parsons made a net profit 
on the sale of his ploughs of $6,000. 


Birds Prove Menace To Sheep 


Magpies Destroy Young Lambs In 
British Columbia 

Brutal methods employed by mag- 
pies to secure food among the large 
flocks of sheep and lambs during 
spring are disclosed by A. Bryan Wil- 
liams, British Columbia game com- 
missioner, in his annual report. 

When the lambs are only a few 
hours old the voracious magpies peck 
out their eyes, leaving them blind and 
helpless to die in agony. Then the 
birds feast on their young, tender 
lamb. 

Bounties were paid on 3,427 mag- 
pies and wardens killed an additional 
1,385, a total of 4,812 last year, but 
the birds do not appear to be greatly 
diminished in number. 

The commissioner recommends the 
total extinction of magpies and crows, 
the latter being almost as bad as 
magpies. Wardens shot 5,700 crows 
last year, also 51 eagles, 302 hawks, 
and 130 owls. 

Mr. Williams describes wild domes- 
tic cats as a real menace. Domestic 
cats are resourceful in the wilds and 
quickly learn how to subsist on wild 
life. Young game birds and chickens 
fall easy prey to the cats.

ber can be molded into various dimen- 
sions, which saves labor cosis. A 
house can be built out of this mater: 
ial, says the Iowa professor, at abou! 
the cost of one built out of natura 
lumber and will be stronger and les: 
expensive to heat, a result of its bet- 
ter insulation. The cost of producing 
the hardest of this synthetic building 
material however is approximately 

250 a ton, which seems for the time 
being to place it out of competition 
with forest products. As timber be- 
comes scarcer and consequently more 
costly, and the methods of manufac- 
turing synthetic wood are improved 
and thereby cheapened, this discrep- 
ancy in costs may be expected to di- 
minish and ultimately to disappear. 


Again chemistry has come to the 
aid of Nature and man. When the 
first ax was sunk into the primeval 
forest of America, a catamount could 
travel from the Atlantic to the Miss- 
issipp! without ever seeing the sun- 
light. Waste in clearing off the forests 
~—some of it inseparable from the 
progress of agriculture, some of it un- 
pardonably stupid and unnecessary 
threatened to leave the United States 
with an inadequate timber supply. 
The slow process of reforestation was 
resorted to in order to forestall that 
calamity. The raising of lumber on 
Western cornfields and Southern 
canefields beats reforestation all hol- 
low.--Detroit Free Press.

But the vast majority of people in years 
gone by never bothered their heads very much about monetary systems, and 
how they worked, They knew that their country was on “a gold standard,” 
but they did not trouble to find out and understand just what that meant. | 
They knew that Governments and banks issued paper bills and that these bills | 
were money. But the main thing one and all were concerned about was how | 
many of these bills they could get in return for the products or the services | 


Canadian Theatres Safe 


Have Highest Rating In Respect To 
Fire Risk 

Reports from Ottawa show that the 
theatres in Canada now have the 
highest rating in respect to fire risk 
of any property. This fact “was 
brought out in the report just issued 
by J. Grove Smith, Dominion Fire 
Cammissioner. 

The report further shows that there 
were only 19 fires in theatres in the 
last year and not one of them of a 
serious nature. The total fire loss was 
only $4,200.

Today this indifference has disappeared like so many other things in this | 
rapidly changing world. People are still interested in money, how to get, how} 
to spend it, and what it will purchase for them. But they also want to know | 
all about the system back of the issue, circulation, and exchange of money. | 
The people of the world have been awakened with a jolt to a realization that | 
the monetary system is not working as it should work in the interest and 


welfare of mankind, and we hear the opinion expressed on every hand that 
money has become the master and not the servant of mankind; that instead | 
of remaining a mere convenience in order to expedite the exchange of the 
world’s commodities and services, it has itself become a commodity; and, 


that being the case, the people want to know who controls the production of 
that commodity,-_money. 

As a result of this aroused interest, everybody is talking about monetary | 
systems. People are debating the subject whether they understand it or not. 
The number of theories, opinions, suggestions advanced are legion; they far 
out-numbered all the monetary and banking systems of the world. Much 
of what is said, and is even being soberly advanced as a panacea for the 
world's ills, is based in the most profound ignorance. The “cures’’ being 
offered would prove far worse than the disease they wouuld seek to over- 
come. 

Out of the confusion of ideas and suggestions and so-called solutions, one 
thing emerges. It is this: That no one nation can of itself remove the cause 
of its financial embarrassment and cure the malady from which it is 
suffering. There may be persons who honestly think that their pet theory 
will work where all others have failed; that a nation can, of itself, remedy 
its own ills, and that even a subordinate state or province within a nation 
can do so, but all history proves the fallacy of any such notion. 

In our dilemma, the safe thing to do is to take a middle-course,—-not to 
take the dictum of the banker on the one hand, nor the theories of the radical 
on the other hand, but rather to weigh well the opinions and advice of 
impartial students of world economics, men trained and having experience in 
the weighing of causes and effects, men who have no axe to grind, but who 
desire that solutions be reached based on solid facts and economic truth. 

There are such men in most countries, and outstanding in this group in 
the world today is Professor Gustay Cassel, of Sweden. He is an originator, 
not merely an exponent of a great deal of modern economic thought. .His| 
counsel has been sought by central banks in many countries, by govern- 
ments’ and by the League of Nations. His opinions cannot be lightly dis- 
missed. He was invited to deliver the Rhodes Memorial Lectures this year at 
Oxford, There were three lectures dealing with the gold standard and the 
break-down of the world’s monetary system. These lectures have now been 
published in book form, 

One Canadian reviewer of this book says that Professor Cassel minces | 
no words in these lectures. There are none of the cautious phrases and) 
complicated qualifications to which one is accustomed in the writings of | 
economists. He speaks as one having authority and evidently considers that | 
his subject has been carried beyond the bounds of controversy. Professor 
Cassel first shows that gold has ceased to impart value to money and that 
its automatic regulation of the value of money has given place to bank 
policy as a means of regulation. “For a true understanding of the money- | 
tary system,” says Professor Cassel, “it is of fundamental importance that} 
we should make ourselves familiar with the fact that a national currency 
never is anything else than a paper,currency and that the maintenance of | 
a gold standard only means that this currency, by a deliberate monetary 
policy, is kept in a certain parity with gold.” He goes on to show that the | 
value of gold itself is then determined by the monetary policy of the leading | 
gold country, and he lays the blame for the great fall in world prices upon 
the monetary restriction policies of France and the United States. 

Professor Cassel pokes fun at the apoplectic old gentlemen who will not; 
entertain the notion of a “managed money” and talk largely about “sound 
money,” 
money. In fact he attributes a great deal of our grief to the fact that not | 
only is our money managed, but that it has been very badly managed. After 
pointing out the amount of intelligent co-operation that is needed to make 
even a reformed gold standard work, he concludes that gold must, in the 
circumstances, be regarded as singularly unsuitable for use as a standard of 
value. / 

Professor Cassel complains of the loose and unintelligent use of the | 
word inflation, which does not mean what the pious think it means. An| 
expansion of the legal basis for money does not necessarily involve inflation. | 
Anyhow, he thinks that some inflation would be a good thing. ‘The best | 
thing that the gold standard countries could do; he says, “would be imme- | 
diately to start an inflation of their currencies.” Remember, it is no crank | 
who proclaims this, but one of the world’s leading authorities, a mature | 
man, and one whose influence has been established and proven. 

His views, as set forth in these lectures, may well receive the close study | 
and consideration of all would-be monetary experts, currency reformers and | 
re-organizers of our banking system, They may find comfort and support | 
in some things, but they will also be steered away from many of the untried | 
theories they are now advocating and which this world authority exposes as | 
utterly unsound, and which, if put into practice, would bring disastrous | 
results. |

‘US. Bank Failures 


Canot All Be Blamed On Business 
Depression Says Investigator 

All American bank failures cannot 
be blamed on the business depression, 
Dr. Charles O. Hardy, of the Brook- 
ings Institute, reported after an in- 
tensive survey. 

He estimated that in the decade 
1921-1931 there were 8,784 bank in- 
solvencies in the United States, or 29 
per cent. of the number of banks in 
operation at the beginning of the 
period. 


Hardy blamed ‘“‘the inherent bank- | 


ing instability” on: 

“The whole system of pyramiding a 
vast array of obligations which tech- 
nically or practically, are payable on 
demand on a slender basis of cash 
and an even slenderer basis in the 
form of stockholders’ equity. This 
dependence for solvency is placed on 
assets which can only be liquidated 
by transfer or by wholesale destruc- 
tion of monetary values. 

He concluded his survey with the 
assertion that “while the United 
States is not the only important coun- 
try in which banks become insolvent, 
it is the only one in which they are 
allowed to fail.”

Water Collected From Air

TRADE TREATY 
PASSES HOUSE 


Ottawa, Ont...The House of Com- 
mons ratified the Anglo-Canadian 
Trade Treaty, 128 to 80. 

While Conservative cheers resound- 
ed through the corridors, the House 
of Commons placed its stamp of ap- 
proval on the Anglo-Canadian Trade 
Treaty, negotiated at the Imperial 
Economic Conference. 

Supported by one Liberal, J. L. 
lIlsley, Hants-King, N.S., and six Pro- 
gressive, Conservative rolled up a ma- 
jority of 48 as a climax to three 
weeks of bitter debate. 

Maintaining their opposition to the 
last, Liberals enlisted two Indepen- 
dents and four Laborites in voting 
against the treaty. 

Scores of persons were turned away 
from the galleries when Premier R. 
B. Bennett rose to close the debate. 
He pleaded for a “fair and honest 
trial” for the agreement, “which will 
give Canadian producers free entry 
into the markets of 40,000,000 peo- 
ple.” 

He accused the Liberals, particu- 
larly Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, of 
betraying and abandoning the time- 
honored party policy of fostering em- 
pire trade through tariff preferences, 

The six Progressives who support- 
ed the treaty were: D. M. Kennedy, 
Peace River; Alfred Speakman, Red 
Deer; W. T. Lucas, Camrose; M. N. 
Campbell, Mackenzie; Michael Luch- 
kovich, Vegreville; and A. M. Car- 
michael, Kindersley, 


Monetary Reform 


U.F.M. Passes Resolution Urging 
Stabilization Of Rate Of 
Exchange 

Dauphin, Man.—United Farmers of 
Manitoba stand as. proponents of 
monetary reform. After lengthy de- 
bate delegates in annual convention 
here passed a resolution urging the 
Federal Government to stabilize the 
rate of exchange on the pound 
sterling. 

Resolutions approving a reduction 
in lake freight rates and encourage- 
ment of shipments via the Hudson 
Bay route also were passed. 

The resolution dealing with ex- 
change was termed “hitching. the dol- 
lar to the pound.” A parity of $4.8624 
was mentioned as an ideal level. Many 
papers were read on monetary re- 
form and the history of currency in 
Canada for the past 25 years was 
given considerable airing. 

Demand for the reduction in lake 
freight rates follows similar action 
taken by the United Farmers of Al- 
berta. It is put forward in protest 
against action of the Lake Shipping 
Association, which, since its organiz- 
ation in June, the resolution declares, 
has gradually increased rates from 
312 to seven cents a bushel. 


Would Reduce Excise Tax 


Cheaper Cigarettes and Liquor If Bill 
Passes 

Ottawa, Ont.—Cheaper cigarettes 
and liquor may result from a bill in- 
troduced in the House of Commons by 
Hon. E. B. Ryckman, Minister of Na- 
tional Revenue. 

The Anglo-Canadian trade treaty 
reduced tariffs against cigarettes and 
liquors imported from Great Britain. 
The Ryckman bill would reduce to the 
game extent the excise tax paid by 
Canadian manufacturers, placing 
them on an equal footing with the 
distillers and cigarette manufacturers 
of Great Britain. 

The excise tax on Canadian 
cigarettes would be cut from $6 a 
thousand to $4, a saving of four cents 
on a package of 20, The tax on Cana- 
dian liquor would be reduced from $9 
to $7 a proof gallon. 

The Anglg-Canadian trade treaty 
reduced the duty on British cigarettes 
from $4.10 to $3.50 a pound, leaving | 
the tariff against United States and | 
other foreign countries at the higher | 


figure. The duty on liquors was re- | 


duced from $10 to $8 a proof gallon 
and again the United States and for- 
zign impost was not touched. 


Heavy Wheat Exports 


Vancouver, B.C.--Vancouver is not | 


waiting for the effect of British pre- 
ference to send its wheat export to- 
tals to new high marks. During the 


past seven days, the weekly report of | 
the Vancouver Merchants’ Exchange | 


reveals, a total of 2,727,422 bushels 
was exported. This brings the season's 
total to 20,921,546 bushels as com- 
pared with 10,156,952 bushels at the 
corresponding date last year.

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ONR. Vice-President Does Not 
Believe In Government Operation 
Of Railways 

Montreal, Que.—The Star prints the 
following despatch from its Ottawa 
correspondent: 

“Plans put forward by E. W. Beat- 
ty, K.C., president of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and Gerard Ruel, 
K.C., former legal vice-president of 
the Canadian National Railway, for 
the solution of Canada’s vexed rail- 
way, situation were rejected by the 
recent royal commission on transpor- 
tation in order that the scheme sug- 
gested by Sir Henry Thornton, form- 
er C.N.R. president, might be adopted 
in its substantial outline. 

“Perhaps as sensational an angle to 
it as any is the statement of Mr. Ruel, 
after his years of association with the 
Canadian National system, that he 
does not believe in public ownership. 

“My experience of public owner- 
ship of railways has been that it 
means government ownership,” he 
told the commissioners. 

“You mean political ownership?’ 
Sir Joseph Flavelle asked him. 

“Yes,” Mr. Ruel returned. 

“The plan of President Beatty of 
the C.P.R. for the solution of the 
country’s transportation difficulties, 
as revealed by the evidence, was 
for the government to lease the 


C.N.R. to the C.P.R. for a long) 


term, or else in perpetuity. Mr. 
Beatty estimated that the C.P.R. 
management of the two systems 
would result in economies totalling 
$50,000,000 annually. 

“In commenting upon this scheme, 
C.N.R. witnesses stated the savings 
would not amount, in their opinion, to 
more than $30,000,000 annually. 

“Mr. Ruel’s proposal was virtually 
a temporary amalgamation. 


Wheat Surplus Increasing 


Rome Institute Report Shows 110,- 
000,000 Bushels Carry-Over 

Rome, Italy.—Exportable supplies 
of world wheat are inferior to 1931 
by 60,000,000 bushels, the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture re- 
ports. 

This drop is offset by a fall in 
the probable requirements of import- 
ing countries of 170,000,000 bushels. 
This situation has been caused by 
poor crops in the exporting countries 
and good crops in the importing coun- 
tries, coupled with an abundance of 
rye, corn and potatoes, the’ institute 
report says. Stricter regulations of 
international wheat trade have also 
played a part. 

The total available for export is 
fixed at 1,300,000,000 bushels. 1@) 
this amount 570,000,000 bushels are 
old stocks, and 730,00,000 bushels 
represent the new crop surplus.

New Air Regulations 
Operating ’Plane Over Canadian 
Penetentiaries Is Forbidden 

Toronto, Ont.—The Mail and Em- 
pire in a despatch from its Ottawa 
correspondent, quoted J. A. Wilson, 
controller of civil aviation, as issuing 
an order forbidding operation of air- 
craft over Canadian penitentiaries. 

The text of the order as carried by 
the newspaper is: 

“Pilots and operators of aircraft 
are hereby warned to avoid flying 
over or near any penitentiary or like 
institution. In future any aircraft ob- 
served intentionally flying over such 
institutions for any purpose whatever 
will be considered to have committed 
an infringement of the air regulations 
concerning’ prohibited areas.” 


New Wheat Tariff 


Duty Goes Into 
Germany 

Berlin, Germany..-A new wheat 
tariff was in effect in Germany Nov. 
2, imposing a 7.50 marks duty (about 
$1.77) per ton on wheat imported on 
import certificates. 

This tariff will not affect wheat 
brought into Germany, under ordin- 
ary tariff schedules, but only that 
grain previously brought in duty free 
on certificates issued by the govern- 
ment against wheat exported earlier 
in the year.
